The Olympic games have their origins in 
ancient Greece. King Iphitos of Elis sought to 
establish a “sacred truce” by having athletes 
from different city-states compete in games in 
reverence to the gods. The first games took 
place as a part of the Panhellenic Festival, 
instituted in 776 B.C.E. 

As with the modern games, the contests in- 
volved solemn opening and closing cere- 
monies. According to the Olympic Primer 
on the Web site for the American Athletic 
Foundation of Los Angeles, the sacred truce 
began each cere- 
mony and iterat- 


ed the goals of the 
games. 
“May _ the 


world be deliv- 
ered from crime 
and killing and 
freed from the 
clash of arms.” 

Today, each 
country pledges 
nearly the same 


“In the name 
of all the com- 
petitors, I promise 
that we will take 
part in these Olympic Games, for the glory of 
sport and abiding by the rules which govern 
them, in the true spirit of sportsmanship, for 
the glory of the sport and the honor of our 
teams.” 

Even when war rages throughout the 
world, this truce was in effect, guaranteeing 
that even in wartime, the games would be 
held. All participants and spectators were 
guaranteed safe conduct. 

The main feature of the ancient games 
was the 200-yard sprint, called a stadion, 
from which we get the word stadium. Other 
contests included footraces, discus throwing, 
the long jump, wrestling and boxing. 

Athletes competed without being ham- 
pered by clothing; winners received garlands 
of wild olive or laurel leaves, in addition to the 
acclaim and adoration of Greek poets and 
writers. There was no monetary reward giv- 
en to the winners, however. 

The ancient Greeks valued talent over ar- 
tifice. Olympic athletes were allowed to pull 
hair and bend fingers in the wrestling com- 
petitions, but were forbidden to break fingers 
or bite their opponents. 

Wrestling matches ended when either (or 
both) wrestlers gave up, when they lost con- 





sciousness or death occurred. 

Women were not allowed to compete with 
the men. If they tried, they were killed. 

The Olympic games were a way for the 
mortals to catch some of the divinity of their 
gods, if only for a few brief minutes. But 
they were also a testament to the strength and 
pride of each individual athlete, and for the 
city-states they represented. The values of 
excellence and civic pride were the medals for 
which these athletes competed. 

The ancient games are believed to have ex- 
isted for 12 cen- 
turies. Even when 
the games stopped 
in 394 A.D., the 
ideals lived on, en- 
abling Pierre de 
Fredy, the Baron 
de Coubertin, to 
resurrect and 
found the modern 
Olympic move- 
ment in 1896. 

Inspired by the 
ambpie 3 fern. t 
Olympiads, Cou- 
bertin saw sports 
as the one thing 
that could benefit 
all mankind. He hoped to promote world 
peace by bringing the Olympics back to life. 

The first “modern” Olympics were held in 
Paris in 1896. Coubertin served on the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee for 29 years, 
and committed his life and wealth to his ide- 
al. 

The games have only been cancelled 
twice: in 1940 and 1944, because of World 
War II. 

As with any event fraught with ceremony 
and symbolism, the Olympic Games sym- 
bols are readily recognized by the world. 

The most familiar symbol, the five inter- 
locking rings, is also the official symbol of the 
Games. Five rings of different colors linked 
together represent the union of the continents 
and the meeting of athletes to compete. The 
colors, blue, yellow, black, green and red on 
a white background do not have any signifi- 


cant meaning, despite persistent myths. The . 


colors were chosen because they represent a 


color found in a country’s flag; at least one of 


these colors is found on every flag. 

The Olympic flag is three meters long by 
two wide. The flag first flew over the 1920 
games in Antwerp. It carries the Olympic 
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Track & Field Trials

Hornet Stadium is the host of the 2000 
U.S. Track and Field Olympic Trials and 
will feature the newly-renovated track that 
A.G. Spanos Cos. helped fund. 

Spanos, who donated $1 million, helped 
fund a new practice track, make improve- 
ments to the press box, and build the official 
track. 

Track Coach, Joe Neff, only had positive 
things to say about the new facilities at the sta- 
dium. 

“Absolutely fantastic; I am very proud 
of the track facilities,”’said Neff. 

When asked what the improvements are 
doing for the track team, Neff said, “morale 
is quite good, and the team can take person- 
al pride at home due to the improvements of 
the facilities.” 

Before the improvements were made to 
the track facilities, the stadium had taken on 
other renovations as well. 

In 1992, the first renovations took place at 
the stadium. 

Fred Anderson and Sacramento State en- 
tered into an agreement to bring Anderson’s 
World League of American Football team, the 
Sacramento Surge, to the campus. 

Anderson donated $2.5 million to Hornet 
Stadium in order to improve the facilities. 

Renovations that took place during this 
time were an increase in seating with tem- 
porary bleachers, a new press box, a state-of- 
the-art lighting system, and a new score- 
board. 

The Surge and the WLAF lasted only 
two years, but Sacramento finished the league 
with a World Bow/l title in its second and fi- 


nal year, 1992. 


After the WLAF failed, Anderson pur- 
chased the rights to a Canadian Football 
League team, the Sacramento Gold Miners. 

The Gold Miners were only around for a 
few years, leaving in 1995 and moving to San 
Antonio. 

Because of the renovations that Fred An- 
derson brought to the Sac State campus, Hor- 
net football field was renamed Fred Ander- 
son Field. 

Fred Anderson completely changed the fa- 
cilities, increasing the capacity from 6,000 to 
26,000, but it was eventually decreased to 
17,000 when end zone seating was removed. 

As well, he changed the playing surface 
of the football field, putting in new sod grass 
in 1993, in time for the Gold Miners to start 
their shortened Sacramento career. 

Hornet Stadium has taken on a new look 
in the last 10 years, making it the Universi- 
ty’s most impressive athletic facility. 

“Tt is a Cadillac facility that the CSUS 
community can take pride in,” Neff said. 
“Sac State has not had the best facilities, but 
they are making huge progress.” 

Hornet Stadium has played host to college 
events, professional football organizations, 
and even a major concert put on by Phil 
Collins and Genesis in June of 1992. 

Two local figures have donated money to 
the renovations of Hornet Stadium, Fred. An- 
derson in the early 1990’s and most recent- 
ly, Alex Spanos. 

These two men brought many improve- 
ments to the facilities at Hornet Stadium, 
and because of that the facilities have been re- 
named Fred Anderson Field and Alex Spanos 
Track at Hornet Stadium.

With the 2000 Olympic Track and Field Trials coming to 
Sacramento State this summer, the campus is expecting more 
than 125,000 spectators over the 8-day trials. One of the ma- 
jor concerns for university and Olympic officials is trans- 
portation and parking. 

University and Olympic officials have worked out a plan 
for sharing the campus’ parking lots in order to accommodate 
both traffic from the Olympic Trials and traffic generated by 
Sac State’s summer activity. 

Lots 1, 2, and 11 north of the university near Sacramento 
Hall and the residence halls will be reserved for faculty, staff 
and students participating in the Summer session. Lot 2 will 
be specifically for students purchasing daily permits, and will 
be limited to 350 spaces. University Transportation and Park- 
ing Services has decided to open only one lot for daily permits 
to prevent Olympic spectators from using daily permits and 
taking up the student lot. 

Ronald Grant, director of Support Services, explained at 
a recent meeting that this was a necessary move to keep 
Olympic spectators trying to avoid the $5-6 Olympic parking 


fee from spending $1.75 on a daily student permit. He added 
that UTAPS officers will be positioned in all the lots to keep 
Olympic spectators from parking in non-Olympic spaces. 
Due to the fact there will be only 350 daily permit parking 
spaces, UTAPS officials recommend that faculty, staff and stu- 
dents purchase three- or six-week permits. 
“Tt would be wise to have a longer-term parking permit dur- 


ing that time,” said Nancy Fox, director of UTAPS. 

The university is also working on a plan to have a “tram- 
like system’”’ that will run from the north lots to the interior of 
campus, according to Grant. 

‘*The transportation will be mainly for disabled students,” 
he said. He added that other students will be able to use the 
carts, but disabled students will receive priority. 

The plan, according to Grant, is to have two carts running 
out to the lots every ten minutes. The university is still work- 
ing out the details, but the plan should finalized and ready to 
roll before the July 14 start date. 

“Tt’s almost a reality,’ Grant said. 

The Olympic activities will commandeer the south end of 
campus for the entire duration of the events. All lots other than 
1,2, and 1i will be allocated to Olympic parking only, in- 
cluding the parking structure. Attendants will be at each of those

A jumper is eliminated from the competition 
when he/she fails at three consecutive attempts. 
These three misses need not be all at the same 
height, such as in the case of a jumper who has 
passed during the middle of a given height. 

The jumping crossbar is 13 feet, 1.5 inches 
(4.00 meters) in length and weighs a maximum 
of 4 pounds, 6.5 ounces (2.00 kilograms). 


Long Jump -— A jump for distance 
with a running start. Long Jump record 
stands at 29-4 1/2 by American Mike Pow- 
ell who broke the world record Aug. 30, 
1991 in Tokyo, Japan. 

Each competitor is allowed three jumps, af- 
ter which the top eight competitors (based on 
the first three rounds) are allowed three addi- 
tional attempts, for a total of six. In competi- 
tions involving eight or fewer competitors, all are 
allowed six attempts. 

It is a failed attempt if the jumper steps over 
the foul line indicated by the far edge of a board, 
8 inches wide, mounted onto the jumping runway. 

High Jump Jumpers must initiate each 
attempt within 60 seconds of being called by 
the chief judge. Additional time is allowed near 
the end of the competition when the number of 
remaining competitors has been reduced to three 
or fewer. 

Triple Jump — Hop, Skip and Jump tech- 
nique for distance with a running start. Each 
competitor is allowed three jumps, after which the 
top eight competitors (based on the first three 
rounds) are allowed three additional attempts, 
for a total of six. In Competitions involving eight 
or fewer competitors, all are allowed six attempts. 


Javelin — Light 8 1/2 foot spear

The shot is a metal ball weighing no 
less than 16 pounds (7.260 kilograms) in the the 
men’s event and 8 pounds, 11 ounces (4.000 
kilograms) in the the women’s event.

Those that are 
solid generally have a small hollow area in the 
center into which small metal plates may be in-

The largest contributor, A.G. Spanos, put up one million dol- 
lars to build a new track for the Olympic Trials, and also gave 
$100,000 in cash to event organizers. 

So far, corporations have given over $850,000 to organiz- 
ers, according to the Sacramento Sports Commission Web site. 

Corporations, however, are not giving this money away. 
Sponsors of the event will receive, among other things, event 
tickets, parking passes, VIP passes, and the option of putting up 
a corporate tent on the grounds for the duration of the event. The 
benefits received depend on the size of the contribution. 

According to a recent report by The Sacramento Bee, there 
are many big-time corporations, as well as local businesses, get- 
ting in on the Olympic opportunity. 

Intel Corporation, the well-known Silicon Valley company, 
put up $125,000 to fund the Fax Expo, a festival of games and 
activities that will coincide with the track and field trials. 

- The Sacramento Bee has given $50,000 to the Olympics, as 
well as donating $75,000 in advertising space for promotion of 
the event. The Bee also built and is running the Web site being

A great deal of effort has gone into secur- 
ing housing and accommodations for the 
thousands of people participating in the 
Olympic Trials. 

The task of bringing everything together 
has been the job of Peggy Luers, Sacramen- 
to State Conference Housing and Projects 
Coordinator, and Brad Hillard, Director of 
Housing and Transportation. Both have or- 
ganized housing on two fronts—on campus 
and off campus—for the thousands of athletes, 
officials, coaches, families, and general spec- 
tators combined. 

The two individuals have worked for 
months to ensure that everyone who comes to 
the trials walks away with a positive feeling 
about Sac State and the city of Sacramento. 
“This is a wonderful opportunity to show- 
case the campus to guests traveling from as far 
away as New York,” Luers said. She has been 
working specifically to provide housing for 
spectators and officials who will be staying on 
campus in Jenkins Hall and Desmond Hall. 

There are three different economical pack- 
age options, which include breakfast and 
lunch. One package extends over a ten-night 
stay and the other two are adjusted to four- 
night stays. 

For die-hard track and field fans, the con- 
venience of being right across campus from 
the trials at an affordable cost could be a 
bonus. And trial officials, about 110 of whom 
are expected, generally prefer to be near the 
events, so this option presents an ideal situa- 
tion. 

Hillard has been busy coordinating and 
organizing housing off-campus for athletes 
and families, friends, and coaches. He has 
worked with area hotels to keep costs af- 
fordable for out-of-town guests. 

The competing athletes will stay at the 
Doubletree Hotel and The Red Lion Sacra- 
mento Inn with transportation provided to 
and from their events. Some athletes have 
packages that include meals, depending on 
their financial plan. The exact number of ath- 
letic participants is unconfirmed at this point, 
but Hillard has secured housing for 800 to 
1,200 athletes. 

There will be a constant flow of competi- 
tors arriving and departing during the two- 
week trials, with an average stay for the ath- 
letes of three to four days. Typically, athletes 
arrive two days before their scheduled event 
and depart the day following their event, de- 
pending on their qualifying status, Hillard 


said, 

Hillard is very excited to have the ability 
to offer single rooms to all athletes, which 
will make their stay in Sacramento comfort- 
able. Normally, athletes competing in ven- 
ues of this nature have to share rooms. 

“It’s about giving the athlete the chance to 
think about one thing,” said Hillard, “getting 
into the Olympics.” Hillard said the trials are 
the “‘athletes’ experience.” He wants them to 
have a positive stay and remember Sacra- 
mento and Sac State well.

With the athletes come their families, 
friends, and coaches. 

“Room blocks are available at a good 
grouping of hotels,” Hillard said. But the ho- 
tels are more than half full at this time, so he 
cautions people to make their reservations 
soon. 

The hotels have been very accommodat- 
ing, according to Hillard. 

“It has been exciting,” says Hillard in re- 
gard to preparing for the trials. His support 
staff has had the foresight to anticipate many 
of the challenges that might arise during the 
next few months, he said. 

As the dates move closer, Hillard said he 
will “go with the flow to keep a good handle 
on things.” . 

“The pace has been remarkable,” Hillard 
said. “Everything is coming together. 

At this point he will work on getting more 
transportation for the spectators frem their 
hotels, with the goal of keeping traffic flow- 
ing smoothly and avoiding difficult parking 
situations on Campus.

The 2000 Olympic Track and Field 
Trials, to be held at Sacramento State 
July 14-23, is going to have considerable 
impact on Sacramento State and the 
Sacramento community. 

“Over the eight days we are expect- 
ing 125,000 people,” said Dustin 
Romero, marketing coordinator for the 
Sacramento Sports Commission. 

A majority of the tickets sold initial- 
ly, according to Romero, went to people 
who live close by. 

“Eighty to 85 percent of the tickets 
we initially sold were to people from 
the area,” Romero said.

“T don’t think that there is any state 
unrepresented,’ Romero said. “We even 
have media people coming from places 
like Japan, China, and Italy.” 

Romero said because so many peo- 
ple are expected to attend the event, pre- 
cautions have been made for issues such 
as security and traffic. 

“Security is going to be very tight,” 
Romero said. “All volunteers will be 
prescreened and have background 
checks.” 

Traffic will be routed through the 
College Town side of the campus, rather 
than through the J Street entrance. 

He said there will be signs around the 
campus that will direct drivers around 
the surrounding area. 

“Our traffic plan is currently being fi- 
nalized,” said Romero. “We purchased

During the two years of planning lead- 
ing up to the Olympic Trials, one of the 
most pressing issues has been safety and 
security, both for the athletes competing 
in the trials and the spectators, press, and 
workers involved. 

The Sacramento State campus police 
and the Sacramento Police Department are 
working together to ensure that nothing 
will disrupt the games. 

The two forces have put together a 
Joint Operations Command Center, Sgt. 
Joe Green of the Sac State police depart- 
ment said, which will operate on the cam- 
pus. The function of the Command Cen- 
ter is to handle all communications 
between Sac State, American River Col- 
lege, where practices are being held, the 
city police and the Sacramento County 
Sheriff’s Department, according to Green. 

Captain Rick Brazil of the Sacramen- 
to Police Department is the event com- 
mander for the trials. 

‘We have established a chain of com- 
mand for the event and we want to ensure 
that all people involved are on the same 
page,” he said. 

There are also an assistant event com- 
mander and three branch chiefs who will 
handle specific jurisdictions, Brazil said. 

“Typically, the campus lieutenant will 
be in charge of the track and all venues in- 
volved because they are more familiar 
with the surroundings,” Brazil said. 

“Facilities are our biggest concern,” 
Green said. 

Monitoring of all the radio frequencies 
and communications will be done at a 
“‘mini-dispatch”’ station, which will be set 
up inside the University Union, according 
to Brazil. 

Communication will involve the dis- 
patch of drivers and staying in contact 
with the police officers who will be with 
the athletes after events and during down 
times, said Green. 

The athletes will stay at a few local ho- 
tels. The city police department will pro- 
vide most of the officers who will ac- 
company the athletes to and from the 
track venues. 

The biggest problem will be crowds, 
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Green said. The estimated attendance 
throughout the trials is 125,000, and the 
weekend venues are expected to generate 
the most traffic. So the main role of the po- 
lice departments will be to make sure traf-

fic moves along, and to be available to 
handle any problems that arise in rela- 
tion to too many cars and not enough 
spaces, Green said. 

‘A traffic lieutenant in correspondence 
with the California Highway Patrol will 
handle the event flow of traffic and a spe- 
cial operations lieutenant will handle all 
tactical responses, like bomb threats,” 
Brazil said. 

Brazil said the county sheriff’s de- 
partment is available to be called in the 
event something happens within the city, 
but not related to the trials. 

The FBI is involved in a minimal way, 
special agent Nick Rossi said. The agency 
is deferring to city police and the campus 
police and other first responders. 

“The two police departments have tak- 
en the lead in security preparation,” Rossi 
said. “But the FBI has been an integral part 
of the planning process. We are playing a 
background and assisting role.” 

The role of the FBI is to aid the cam- 
pus and city police. Rossi said that there 
will be FBI agents helping to staff the 
emergency operations center. But they 
will only take an active role if a crime 
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which falls under federal jurisdiction oc- 
curs, such as a terrorist act. 

Members of the International Olympic 
Committee will probably attend, accord- 
ing to Rossi. 

“Tf they become the victim of a crime 
involving political goals, that would fall 
into the FBI jurisdiction,” Rossi said. 

Green said none of the agencies in- 
volved expect a repeat of events such as 
the 1996 bombing in Atlanta’s Centenni- 
al Olympic Park which killed two people 
and injured dozens of others. 

“We do not anticipate any problems,” 
Green said. ““We have no information at 
this point that we should have any.” 

Rossi said the FBI doesn’t expect any 
trouble, either. However, he stressed the 
importance of being prepared. 

‘The goal is to have the highest level 
of preparedness possible,” Rossi said. 
‘And to be prepared for whatever may 
happen.” 

The Secret Service will become in- 
volved, “depending on who shows up,” 
Green said. The campus police and the 
city police are in communication with 
the Secret Service, in case any high-lev- 
el Washington, D.C. personalities partic- 
ipate, and the California Highway Patrol, 
should the governor decide to attend. 

“There should definitely be some im- 
portant political figures involved since 
it’s an-election year,” Brazil said. 

Athlete security is low-key, Green said. 

“The athletes will stay in two or three 
local hotels in a secured area,” Green said. 
They will be brought to the Olympics ei- 
ther by bus, or will get there individually.” 

A major security measure is being un- 
dertaken right now. Anyone who will be 
at, near, involved in, or working with the 
trials is required to have a FBI background 
check, Green said. 

“Everyone that enters the facility will 
be checked and given a credential,” Green 
said. All workers, from hot dog vendors 
to the athletes’ trainers and other support 
personnel, the announcers and media per- 
sonnel, will have their backgrounds 
checked.”

used by the Olympics to sell tickets and mer- 
chandise. 

“We designed, built and maintain the Web 
site for the Sacramento Sports Commission,” 
said Peter Tira of The Sacramento Bee.

Dave Thompson, vice president of mar- 
keting for Golden 1 Credit Union, sees the 
sponsorship as a great opportunity for ad- 
vertising and continuing its relationship with 
Sac State. 

“We view it as a very good advertising op- 
portunity. We get ads in the Sacramento Bee, 
the Olympic program, and space for a booth 
at the event,’ Thompson said. ““We also have 
a good connection with Sac State.”

ture is filled, Olympic officials intend to 
close State University Drive West at the J 
Street entrance and divert overflow traffic 
down State University Drive East, ac- 
cording to Grant. 

State University Drive West should re- 
main closed for the duration of the event 
and will be monitored by a 24-hour police 
presence on campus from July 14-23. 

According to Dustin Romero, mar- 
keting coordinator for the Sacramento 
Sports Commission, all Olympic traffic 
is supposed to be routed through the Col- 
lege Town Drive entrance, which leaves 
the J Street entrance open for campus ac- 
tivities. 

Other concerns raised by the campus 
community came from the parents of chil- 
dren at the Child Center and business em- 
ployees who work in the University 
Union. The problems faced involve the 
fact that both buildings are surrounded by 
Olympic-allocated parking spaces, and 
employees and Center-users would not 
be allowed in unless they pay a parking 
fee. 

UTAPS has worked out a solution with 
the Olympic committee, which will al- 
low parents to drop their children at the 
Child Center and stay for 15 to 20 minutes, 
said Grant. Also, Union business em- 
ployees should be allowed to park in the 
business loading zones around the Union 
without having to pay any parking fees, he 
said. 

It is anticipated that July 17 and 20 
will be the heaviest traffic days, and stu- 
dents should take that into consideration, 
UTAPS officials said. 

Regional Transit should be adding ad- 
ditional trains and buses to the routes that 
service the Sac State area in an attempt to 
alleviate traffic problems, the officials 
said. 

Olympic organizers will provide trans- 
portation for participants in the trials. Ath- 
letes have the option of traveling by bus 
from their hotels or driving themselves. 
High-profile athletes will be escorted by 
Sacramento Police to prevent any inci- 
dents, according to campus police. 

Both campus and Olympic officials 
advise students and Olympic spectators 
to take traffic and parking problems into 
consideration and be prepared and patient 
for the duration of the event.

FanFare Enterprise, a Dublin, Calif.,- 
based company, is in charge of the con- 
cessions for the event.

“Tn the past, we’ ve done Pope John Paul’s 
visit to the United States in 1997 and we do 
a variety of concerts throughout the state,” 
Neary said. 

There are going to be four main concession

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motto: “Citius, Altius, Fortius,” meaning 
“Faster, Higher, Stronger.” 

Perhaps the most visible symbol is the 
Olympic Flame. The flame originates in the 
sacred flame which burned continually on 
the altar of the goddess Hera. 

The modern tradition of the relay, end- 
ing in the lighting of the cauldron, dates to the 
1936 Berlin Games. The first torch was car- 
ried by Carl Diem, an Olympic historian. 
The relay was created to symbolize the link 
between the ancient and modern games. The 
flame was lit in Greece, and 3,000 runners 
carried the ever-burning torch through seven 
countries. 

The medals are awarded for first—gold; 
second—silver; and third—bronze. The front 
of each medal depicts a Hellenic goddess 
holding a laurel wreath, with the Athens Col- 
iseum in the background. Local Olympic 
committees have been designing the back of 
the medals since 1972, 
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portable locations at which attendees can sat- 
isfy their hunger with hot dogs, cheeseburg- 
ers, chicken sandwiches, polish sausages, 
steak sandwiches, and chicken Caesar sal- 
ads. 

And nothing goes better with a good burg- 
er or steak than a nice cool frosty beverage. In 
addition to a wide variety of Pepsi-Cola prod- 
ucts, water, coffee, hot chocolate, and iced 
tea are available. Trial-goers can also attempt 
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to stave off the heat with an ice-cold domes- 
tic or micro-brew beer. 

Neary also said that in addition to the bev- 
erages and food available, there will be carts 
selling a large selection of ice cream products, 
popcorn, peanuts, pretzels, and fresh-squeezed 
lemonade. 

We don’t know who’s going to make it to 
the Olympics, but we do know that no one 
watching the trials will go home hungry.
